The flrat taUl aooideat at Dam 18 
Just Bast of the city this year occur' 
red at about 11:46 this morning when 
Ned Piper, well know»'May8vllle man 

was killed Inntantly and two others 
were injured, one, ('. V. liniinons, dy- 
ing Ht IlayHwoud iloBpltal at about 
2:30 o'clock this HfliTMoon. The third 
man Injured, Mr. Slanlpy Mitchell, of 
tilt' Sixlli Ward, \vi\b not thought to be 
injured seriously and in expected to 
recover In a sliort time. 

The three men were members of a 
gang of carpenterH who were engaged 
on the Ohio side of the river cribbing 
up heavy sills for a "bear trap". In 
some manner, unknown at the pres- 
ent time, the heavy timber supports to 
the orlbMng slipped and the heavy 
Bills fell down upon the men. One ot 
the timbers struck Mr. Piper In the 
head and cruthed his head horribly 
killing klM Instantly. Basmon^ also 
suffered a fractured skull but he waa 
rushed to Hayswood Hoai^ital Immed- 
iaUIy Where phyaletana and awgoona 
made an attempt to aam hla Uf* tint 
he Uved but a few hoora after the ae« 
oident. 

Stanley .Mitchell, who Uvea in the 
Sixth ward, the only other man In the 
crew of carpenters who was injured, 
wan not BO seriously wonndtnl A 
liasty pxamination disdOBed Ihni lie 
was rrusluMl only BliRl.tly about the 
ilicsl and lie will probably develop two 
or three broken rIbB but aside from 
thla hla Injuries are not considered 
serious by the physicians. 

Coroner Thomas f. Higglns waa 
called to the^cene Immediately fol- 
lowing the terrible accident and he 
took charge of the body which wus 
later removed to the undertaking 
rooms ot McUvain, Knox & Dlener and 
prepared for burial. It will be re- 
moved to the Piper home in Bast Sec- 
ond street this evening. Coroner Hlg- 
gine made efforts to learn the detaila 
of the aecldent while on the grounds 
but he found the eye witnesses to the 
accident so excited that he was unable 
to And any facta upon which he might 
base a verdict and he wUl held a for- 
mal Inquest at the Court House this 
evenInK at 8 o'clock before a Jury 
when all of the facts In the ease will 
be brought to light. 

Members of the crew of carpenters 
who were working with the throe men 
when the accident occurred could not 
account for the removal of the timber 
support unless, In some manner, one 
of the large Jacks with which the men 
were hoisting the sills, slipped and 
allowed the whole cribbing to fall. 

Bdward N. Piper, better known as 
"Ned" Piper, waa one of the beat 
known young man in the city. He 
waa SO yoara of ago and a eon ot Mr. 
James Piper. Ha waa bom and rear- 
ed la MayavlUe and haa spent the meet 
ot his life here save several years he 
was In the serviee ot Uncle Safu in 
the U. a Marine Corps. Tor sfveral 
years he has been connected with the 
tobaoeo industry here. He la survived 
by hla wife, who before her marriage 
waa Mlas Baugh, ot this city, and one 
baby child. 

This la one of the saddest deatha 
In Maysvllle In recent years and the 
greatly bereaved wife and father have 
the sympathies of the entire commun- 
ity. 

C. Victor Emmons, the other man 
who died from the accident. Is about 
35 years of age. He Is married and 
Is survived by hla wife and five small 
children. His home Is near the Hen- 
drlckson store Just below Bprlngdale 
and he had been employed on the dam 
but for a few weeks. Ha waa born 
and roared in the Ipriaadale aoU^- 
beiteod end waa a aoo of Mr. Albert 
BmmoBi, eoe of the wall kaowa farm- 
era of that aeetion of the eeuaty. Bia 
body wtu be reaunred to hla iona this 
evening. 

Mitchell waa not Injured seriously 
enough to be Uken to the hospital. It 
was thought, and he was removed to 
bia home In the Bast and where late 
this evening no serious developments 
had been discovered and it is thought

TO COMPLY WITH 
WEED mm LAW 

Judge PnmeU Calls the AtteatloB of 
Xasea Cekaty Lead Owaers Again 
to State Weed Cottlav Uw. 

County Judge H. P. Purnell has is- 
sued the following atatemont to the 
public In regard to the atate weed 
cutting law: 

"Wqjild like to call attention to the 
law, relating to the (•ulling of weeds, 
hedges, etc., along the public higlnvuy. 
This matter haa been given publicity 
through the press and by placards in 
cai h precinct in the county, and im 
one can complain that he has not had 
sufflcient notice, in case he is asked 
to appear in court and show why he 
^liouid not comply with this law. 

"I notice through the county there 
are quite a few who have not yet cut, 
or made an attempt to ci4 the weeds. 
I do not know their attitude in the 
matter nor their intentions, but this 
Is a gottd law and muat be enforced, 
and upon complaint of the road auper- 
visor in cases where weeds are not cut 
by the 20th ot August, it will be my 
duty to see that said law is enforced. 

"Do not think because laat year the 
weeds were overlooked in cases where 
they were not cut, that it will be done 
this year, for then the people had a 
good excuse, but now the war is over, 
and the dry spell which we have just 
had has given plenty of time in whicli 
to cut and clear up the weeds and 
liedges. 

"The law fixes the line in these cases 
at not more than fltty and' net lesx 

than twenty dollars. 

"As you have a few more days left 
before the 2(Jth. let me ask that you 
try and comply with tliis law for in 
case you do not it will be my duty to 
see that it is enforced."

IITS STOCK PATS 

Hon. O. I. Christie, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Afrioulture, writes aa foUows 
In the Weekly News Letter concern- 
ing the great value of live stock on 

the everyday farm: 

"In the case of 42 farms surveyed In 
Henry county, Ind., 11 made an aver- 
age labor income of ?1,423 a year. 
These farms kept the most live stock, 
averaging 62 animiil units that is, 62 
full-grown cattle o rthcir equivalent 
in smaller animals). Sixteen farm:; 
made an average labor income of $479. 
These farms kept livi.' stock averaging 
19 animal units per farm. Fifteen 
farms made an average labor Income 
Of hut J18. Not one of these farms 
kept more than }6 animal units. 

"Dividing these farms into three 
groups according to the number of 
animals to an acre, the same tendency 
Is shown. The more heavily stocked 
the farm, the larger the labor In- 
come. 

"I have in mind a corn-belt farm, 
' formerly managed as a straight-grain 
farm, that for the past five years has 
been operated as a hlg farm. The sys- 
tem followed Is rather unusual, in that 
but one litter Is raised each year, the 
BOWS bred being gilts, which are fat- 
tened and sold after their pigs have 
been weaned Tlie pigB, put on fulb 
teed on self feeders, are sold when 
from six to seven months old Knough 
hogs are bought to hog down the corn 
crop. The profits realized are far in 
advance of those realized under the 
system. For the past three years, 
respectively, the net returns from the

Old advertisers are us- 
ing more space, as a rule, and new ad- 
vertisers are appearing, because ad- 
vertising pays them. They know bet- 
ter how to use advertlslnK. 

"But we have evidence that tliia in- 
crease of interest In the use of adver- 
tising Is not confined to those citleB 
where the matter has been checked 
up. We know that there Is a general 
increase In Interest for never In the 
history ot this Association has there 
been siioh Interest in an advertising 
ooarentlon as has been manifested in 
the New Orleans meeting In Septem- 
ber." 

A special train from New York City 
has already been assured, Mr. Florea 
anaounoed, and there seems some 
doubt, now. that one train will carry 
all the New Yorkers who want to at- 
tend. Another special train will run 
from Texas, and another from Indiana, 
people of the latter State being espe- 
cially Interested because Indianapolis 
Is after the 1920 convention of the as- 
Boclailon. Chicago, Cleveland, St. 
lx>t)ls, Boston and many other cities 
have indicated that they will send rec- 
ord breaking delegations, and a party 
of twenty business men nas already 
been assured from San FranolSOO, de- 
spite the distance. 

When surprise was expressed that 
men traveled so far to attend these 
advertising conventions, Mr. Florea 
spld: "Why, there will be men there 
vho will have tr^iveled 10,000 miles to 
attend We have had catiie messages 
for hotel ifsfi valluns fruin men as far 



away as Avatralta. The Advertising 
i^lub of Shanghai has already made its 
reservation. Men will come from ev- 
ery section of the civilised world, be- 
cause these conventions are planned 
for the purpose of enabling business 
men to make better use of their adver- 
tising space — and there is a remark- 
able growth In Interest In advertising."

A farmer told me g Story oBoe about 
another farmer who went to the editor 
of hio oounty paper rad obleeted to 
jhe sort ot aewa the paper was glvr 
■Ing. ' 

"What s(tn ot news do you wantr 
the editor asked. 

"I want to know about the coun- 
ty flnances," said the farmer, "where 
our road money Is being spent, what 
our county superintendent and board 
of education arc doing, wliat ia rpally 
coming Into our local marlti'lH mid 
what it i.s actually luiimliif;, what 
farmers over the county are duiiif; In 
tiie way of farm improvement and 
community betterment. These tilings 
ought to be as Interesting as the so- 
ciety and personal notes to which you 
give so much space, and they are vast- 
ly more important." 

And, as the story was told me, the 
editor Impressed by the "kid" and the 
reasonableness ot it, prooeeded to 
give bis readers such news. 

Now, to my thinking, there are a 
whole lot ot taurmers who ought to be 
talking the same way to the editors ot 
their oounty papers. What Is more, 
they ought to be helping those editors 
to make their papers more vital and 
to get them In closer touch with the 
rural sections. A live county paper 
Is one of the biggest assets a county 
can have. A "dead" paper, or one that 
is keeping alive Just to save funeral 
expenses, is a liability rather than an 
asset. Some editors would make u 
live paper in tre (ic-HdesI coiiiniunily ; 
some would make u dead paper in tlie 
livest coniniunlty; but most will make 
Just about the sort of paper that tlieir 
people demand. The papers a coun- 
ty has are generally a fair guide to 
the fcpirit of the county Itself. 

It follows, them, that the man who' 
complains al>out his local paper — and 
I have heard numbers ot farmers do 
It — ought to help to make it better. 
Often a good "talking to" the editor, 
a presentation ot the farm point of 
view ai)4 gn iBSlitenoe on the paper's 
getting something ot that point ot 
view into its oolunins, will help a lot 
Always, whole-hearted co-operation

appears that before the three days set 
apart for the sale of this food Btuff,

One clerk was assigned by Post- 
master Kehoe this morning to the 
work of handling this gale of food 
stuffs and he has been kept pretty 
busy taking orders, answering ques- 
tions and explaining the government's 
proposition to many Investigators.
